CAIRO (AP) — The voice 
arid data recorders from 
the EgyptAir plane that 
crashed into the Mediter¬ 
ranean nearly a month 
ago are "extensively dam¬ 
aged" and will need re¬ 
pairs before they can be 
analyzed, an Egyptian of¬ 
ficial said Friday, damp¬ 
ening hopes for quick an¬ 
swers as to what caused 
the disaster. 

The official didn't elabo- 
rate on how long the re¬ 
pairs would take but said 
if this cannot be done In 
Egypt, the so-called "black 
boxes” would be sent 
abroad. The official who 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because he wasn't 
authorized to speak to the 
media. 

With the wreckage of the 
Airbus A320 some 3,000 
meters under water, the 
cockpit voice and flight 
data recorders are vital 
for piecing together the 
last moments of Ihe flight 
which plunged into the sea 
between the Greek island 
of Crete and the Egyp¬ 
tian port city of Alexandria 


on May 19, killing all 66 on 
board. 

Earlier in the day, Egypt's 
investigation commission 
said the flight data record¬ 
er had been pulled out of 
the sea. a day after the 
cockpit voice recorder was 
also recovered. Both were 
brought to Cairo for analy¬ 
sis. The memory units inside 
the recorders can provide 


key data, including the last 
conversations inside the 
cockpit, infarmalfon about 
auta-pilot mode or even 
smoke alarms. They might 
also give answers to why 
the pilot made no distress 
call before the crash. 
Experts say the da la, com¬ 
bined with previously ob¬ 
tained satellite and radar 
images, debris analysis, the 


plane history and the pilots' 
records, can shed light an 
Ihe most possible scenar¬ 
ios. No militant group has 
claimed bringing down the 
aircraft.

BELGRADE, Serbia (AP) — 

Chinese President Xi Jin- 
ping arrived in Serbia an 
Friday for a visit meant to 
boast relations with the 
friendly nation and as¬ 
sert China's intention to in¬ 
crease its presence in the 
Balkans and Europe. 
Serbian President Tomistav 
Nikofic and government of¬ 
ficials welcomed Xi as he 
landed at Belgrade's air¬ 
port. A Serbian folk group 
performed traditional 
dances as part of the wel¬ 
coming ceremony. 

The visit will “open a new 
page" in relations between 
the two countries. Xi said 
in o speech translated into 
Serbian and distributed by 
Ihe Serbian presidency. 
"China is ready ... to raise

Xi said. 

He added that Ihe two 
countries also cooperate 
with China's "One Belf, 
One Road" initiative — a 
sweeping plan to deepen 
trade relations with neigh¬ 
boring countries and open

Greenland (AP) — Sailing 
through fields of large ice¬ 
bergs aboard a Danish na¬ 
val vessel, U.S. Secretary of 
Slate John Kerry brought his 
tour of the Arctic Io Green¬ 
land on Friday, visiting She 
Northern Hemisphere's 
largest glacier to bring at¬ 
tention to the dangers of 
climate change. 

Hazarding a brief June 
snow and hail flurry in Dis- 
k.o Bay off Greenland's 
third largest city of llulissat, 
pop u la iron 4,500, some 220 
miles (350 kilometers] north 
of the Arctic Circle. Keiry 
was meeting with scientists 
researching the dramatic 
erosion of the Sermeq Ku- 
jalleq Glacier that is con¬ 
tributing to global sea rise. 
The icecap has receded 
12.4 miles (20 kilometers) 
since 2001, with a large in¬ 
crease since 2002, 

A number of factors, in¬ 
cluding increasing air tem¬ 
peratures, the rise of black 
carbon emissions that dis¬ 
color the ice and make it 
absorb more heat, and the 
introduction of warm sub¬ 
surface water from the Guff 
Stream which erodes the 
ice sheet from below, have 
all contributed to the re¬ 
treat of the glacier, which 
is the most active outside 
Antarctica in terms of ice¬ 
berg production. 

"There is profound change 
throughout the Arctic re¬ 
gion,” said Keiry, clad in a 
green thermal parka and 
aviator sunglasses as Her 
Danish Majesty's Ship The¬ 
tis cruised around the bay. 
"There are combined forc¬ 


es having this impact, but 
we also know that human 
beings, by the choices we 
are making to provide our 
power, our energy, are 
having a profound nega¬ 
tive impact. There is a gi¬ 
gantic transformation tak¬ 
ing place.’’ 

The study of the Sermeq 
Kujalleq Glacier is consid¬ 
ered crilical to understand¬ 
ing the effects of climate 
change and notably as 
a laboratory for ice lass in 
the Antarctic, which is far 
less accessible but has the 
potential to be 100 times 
greater than in the Arctic, 
according to David Hol¬ 
land, an American scien¬ 
tist from New York Univer¬ 
sity, who briefed Kerry and 
Danish Foreign Minister Kris¬ 
tian Jensen. 

"Things are changing and 
we are perhaps the last 
generation than can do 
something about it," said 
Jensen, whose country 
handles Greenland's de¬ 
fense and foreign affairs

Putin: Russia will work with any US president 
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Trump battleground plan relies on skeptical allies

The New York billionaire 
has slowly begun lo add 
paid staff in a handful of 
swing stales — Wisconsin 
and Iowa, among them — 
even as campaign officials 
concede the presumptive 
presidential nominee has 
little desire or capacity to 
construct the kind of mas¬ 
sive national operation 
thal has came to define 
modern-day White House 


campaigns. Trump plans in¬ 
stead to depend upon the 
national Republican Party 
to lead state-based efforts 
on his behalf, while Demo¬ 


crat Hillary Clinton has had 
an army of staff dedicated 
specifically to her cam¬ 
paign in general election 
battlegrounds for months, 
"It would be disingenuous 
and wrongheaded to take 
a playbook that has been 
used over and over again," 
said Trump senior aide Kar¬ 
en Giorno, in charge of an 
11-state Southeastern bloc 
including battlegrounds 
Florida, North Carolina 
and Virginia, "We are cre¬ 
ating the playbook." The 
unconventional approach 
reflects Trump's disdain 
far traditional Republican 
campaign practices and 


inclination to implement 
businesslike decision-mak¬ 
ing. It also carries substantial 
risk. If, for instance, Trump 
is lagging Clinton badly in

is nothing to stop the RNC 
from cutting its losses and

Trump is largely outsourcing 
what's typically called a 
campaign's ground game, 
which includes the labor- 
intensive jobs of identifying 
and contacting potential 
supporters. Ed Brookover, 
recently tapped to serve 
as the Trump's liaison to the 
RNC, says the campaign is 
making progress on adding 
its own staff in key states. 
The campaign estimates it 
currently has about 30 paid 
staff on the ground across 
the country, 

"There are some holes/' 
Brookover said. "There are 
fewer holes than there 
were/ 1 

Specifically, Trump has 
added at least one paid 
staffer in bath Wisconsin 
and Iowa in recent days, 
targeting two Midwestern 
states where he hopes to 
fever sc- Democrats' win¬ 
ning streaks in the Novem¬ 
ber general election. The 
campaign has also added 
for the first time a human 
resources professional to 
assist with hiring. 

Trump's plan la rely an 
his party's establishment 
comes as party leaders 
lashed out at his message 
in recent days, 

GOP leaders including 
House Speaker Paul Ryan 
and Senate Majority Lead¬ 
er Mitch McConnell this 
week condemned Trump's

Ryan, who has given a tep¬

Ryan is the highest elected 
Republican official and 
the official chairman of the 
Republican convention 
next month. He stunned 
the political world in May 
when he held back his en¬ 
dorsement of Trump be¬ 
fore grudgingly offering his 
support earlier this month. 
Since then, Ryan has been 
critical of Trump, calling 
the candidate's com¬ 
plaints about the impartial¬ 
ity of o judge of Mexican 
heritage a "textbook defi¬ 
nition of a racist comment’ 1 
and reiterating his opposi¬ 
tion to Trump's proposal to 
temporarily ban all foreign 
Muslims from entering the 
United Stales. 

As speaker of the House, 
Ryan said he feels a re¬ 
sponsibility not to lead 
"same chasm in the middle 
of our party" that would 
hurt GOP chances to win 
the White House. Ryan was 
interviewed Thursday for 
the Sunday talk show. An 
excerpt was released Fri¬ 
day. 

He told reporters at a news 
conference Thursday that 
he will continue to speak 
out in defense of conser¬ 
vative principles, despite 
a warning from Trump 
that Republican congres¬ 
sional leaders should “be 
quiet.

Dina McHugh recalled Ma- 
teen taunting her about 
being a lesbian when they 
were in middle school, be¬ 
fore she was even aware of 
her own sexual orientation. 
Now openly gay, McHugh 
said Mateen's teasing 
more than 16 years ago 
stung deeply enough that 
she paid him back by kick¬

FORT FIERCE, Fla. (AF) — As 

early as third grade, the 
Florida nightclub shooter 
talked frequently about sex 
and violence and before 
finishing high school was 
suspended for a total of 48 
days, including for fighting 
and hurting classmates, 
school records showed. 

In the years since, other 
people reported having 
disturbing run-ins with Omar 
Mateen, including a bar¬ 
tender who said he stalked 
tier nearly a decade ago 
and sent so many uncom¬ 
fortable Facebook mes¬ 
sages that she blocked him 
on the social network. 
Mateen, whose attack 
on the Pulse nightclub 
left 49 people dead and 
53 wounded, enrolled in 
Florida public schools after 
his parents moved In 1991 
from New York City to Pori 
Saint Lucie, on the Atlantic 
coast. Teachers "couldn't 
seem to help him, 11 said 
Dan Alley, relfred dean of 
Martin County High School. 
11 We tried to counsel him 
and show him the error of 
his ways, but II never had 
the effect that we were 
hoping for/ 1 

Some of Ihe same behav¬ 
ior followed Mateen into 
adulthood. His first wife has 
complained that he beat 
her, and the security com¬ 


pany where he worked 
once reassigned him af¬ 
ter he made inflammatory 
comments about minori¬ 
ties. 

The 29-year-old was killed 
Sunday in a shootout with 
police os they moved into 
the gay club. 

At least some of his suspen¬ 
sions were for fighting that 
involved injuries. Others 
were for unspecified rule 
violations, according to 
the records. For elementa¬ 
ry and early middle school, 
Mateen attended class 
in neighboring St, Lucie 
County, where teachers 
said he was disruptive and 
struggled academically. 

A third-grade teacher 
wrote thal he was "very 
active ... constantly mov¬ 
ing, verbally abusive, rude, 
aggressive/ 1 The teach¬ 
er described "much talk 
about violence & sex," with 
Mateen's "hands all over 
the place - on other chik 
dren, in his mouth," 

In seventh grade, school 
administrators moved Ma¬ 
teen to another class to 
"avoid conflicts with other 
students. 11 That same report 
said Mateen was doing 
poorly in several subjects 
because of '‘many instanc¬ 
es of behavioral problems." 
In a 1999 letter to Mateen's 
father, one of his middle 
school teachers wrote that 
the boy's “attitude and in¬ 
ability lo show self-control

Weekend fire dangers al¬ 
ready were expected to 
worsen with the arrival of 
an extreme heatwave 
across the Southwest. 

In central New Mexico, 
a blaze that began Tues¬ 
day had destroyed more 
than two dozen homes 
and charred more than 26 
square miles near the small 
community of Chilili. 

It cost a thick haze over the 
Manzano Mountain range 
south of Albuquerque that 
reached as far north as 
Denver. 

The California inferno ap¬ 
peared to support national 
wildfire authorities' predic¬ 
tions of another danger¬ 
ous and difficult year for 
fhe state after years of 
drought. State firefighters 


rain fell was just enough to 
sprout grasses that quickly 
died, adding to the danger 
of long-dead vegetation. 
"It is ominous and we are 
concerned because the 
fuels oul there are drought- 
stressed," Santa Barbara 
County Fire Chief Eric Pe¬ 
terson told a press confer¬ 
ence, About 140 homes 
and ranches were consid¬ 
ered at risk in southern San¬ 
ta Barbara County at the 
foot of the rugged Santa 
Yne 2 Mountains, an east- 
west trending range that 
parallels the south-facing 
coast. 

Fires become especially 
dangerous when sund¬ 
owners are formed by high 
pressure inland to the north 
and low pressure over the 
ocean la the south, caus¬ 
ing gusty winds to sweep 
down the face of the 
mountains. A gust in the fire 
area around 1 a.m. Friday 
was clocked at 47 mph, 
the National Weather Ser¬ 
vice said,

‘Rare, dangerous’ heat is headed

LOS ANGELES (AP) — It's a dry heat, Phoenix residents 
like to say about Arizona's hot weather. That bravado 
may vanish as the thermometer flirts with 120 degrees 
this weekend, 

Phoenix won't be atone in the oven, A strengthening 
ridge of high pressure lifting out of Mexico is on course 
to also scorch other parts of Arizona and Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, bringing potentially record-shattering tempera¬ 
tures. 

Though accustomed to triple digits, I he upcoming heat 
spell is a rarity in Phoenix, a desert metropolis of 1 .5 mil¬ 
lion people, raising concerns of heat stroke. 
Temperatures are predicted to hit 118 degrees in Phoe¬ 
nix on Sunday and peak at 11? degrees Monday. Such 
heat Is "rare, dangerous and deadly," according to a 
National Weather Service warning, 

"This is extreme even for our standards," said Matthew 
Hirsch, a wealher service meteorologist in Phoenix. 

The hottest day on record in Phoenix occurred June 26, 
1990, when the thermomeler reached 122 degrees. 
Extreme heat is likely to become more common, scien¬ 
tists say, blaming man-made greenhouse gas pollution, 
"We should anticipate more and more of this extreme 
heat, and we're getting to feel it firsthand. It is what 
global warming looks and feels like," University of Ari¬ 
zona climate sclentis! Jonathan Overpeck said in an 
email. 

During heal waves, people should watch for signs of 
heat exhaustion and heat stroke, including high body 
temperature, dizziness and nausea. If untreated, heat 
stroke can lead to disability or even death. 

Health experts say even a difference of a few degrees 
outside can cause the body temperature to spike, po¬ 
tentially affecting the broin and other organs. The ek 
derly. babies and those with health problems are espe¬ 
cially vulnerable because they can't cool down as fast. 
Between 2006 and 2010, some 3,000 Americans died 
from heat-related illnesses, according to government 
statistics. 

"No one needs to dre in a heat wove, yet we do hove 
deaths. They're all preventable/' said Kristie Ebi, a pro¬ 
fessor of global health at the University of Washington. 
Earlier this month, a swath of the West Coast sweltered 
under heat warnings that forced sporting events to 
start In the evening and festivals to ditch some of the 
usual pomp and circumstance. Phoenix experienced 
its earliest recorded 115-degree day on June 4, 

On Friday, the agency thai operates California's whole¬ 
sale power system said it's preparing for the heat and 
may ask residents to voluntarily conserve power to pre¬ 
vent rotating outages. 

Death Valley, California, which bis itself as the hottest 
place on the planet, is expected to Eive up to its repu¬ 
tation. Temperatures are predicted to exceed 120 de¬ 
grees next week, according to government forecast¬ 
ers. 

Las Vegas Is expected to see temperatures up fo 112 
for the weekend. By the middle of next week, the high 
pressure ridge is expected to shift toward the Four Cor¬ 
ners region — southwestern Colorado, southeastern 
Utah, northeastern Arizona and northwestern New Mex¬ 
ico. which will likely see above-normal tempera lures. 
As in previous heat waves, those living in high heat 
zones are urged to limit outdoor activities this weekend 
and la seek shelter in air-conditioned buildings. People 
should also slay hydrated and drink plenty of water. 
June is typically the warmest — and driest — month for 
desert Southwest stotes.

Vegas cab industry disputes audit suggesting $47M overcharge

LAS VEGAS (AP) — A report 
commissioned by Nevada 
taxi companies disputes 
that the industry was over¬ 
charging Las Vegas-area 
customers by more than 
$47 million o year. 

The analysis, completed 
on behalf of the Livery 
Operators Association by 
economist Jeremy Aguero 
and his company Applied 
Analysis, was a response lo 
a scathing state audit of 
the Nevada Taxicab Au¬ 
thority that was released in 
January. Aguero's report 
contends that potential 
overcharges were closer 
to $3 million a year. 


He told a panel of lawmak¬ 
ers on Thursday that the 
taxi industry and its regula¬ 
tors did not systematically 
gouge customers, and "al¬ 
lowing such a conclusion 
to stand puts our tourism 
industry at risk.” 

The biggest single factor in 
the $47 million figure was 
about $20 million a year in 
credit card fees. State au¬ 
ditors sold a $3-per-trans- 
action fee when riders pay 
a fare with a card was too 
much and far exceeded 
the actual cost of process¬ 
ing a credit cord. 

Aguero's report argues 
that there's nothing in Ne¬ 
vada law that would pre¬ 
clude the fee or limit it to 


covering the costs of the 
processing. He noted that 
cities around the country 
tack a variety of charges 
onto cab fares —including 
fees For vomit cleanup and 
for packing a surfboard 
into a Hawaiian taxi — and 
that 1 here's little uniformity 
in fees from region to re- 
gian. 

He also challenged the 
auditors' charge that a 
recent rate hike wasn't 
supported by evidence, 
Aguero said the rate hike 
generally kept pace with 
inflation, 

Steve Weinberger, who 
oversees the state division 
that wrote the audit, said 
his office still has concerns 


abouf whether the agen¬ 
cy that approved the rates 
is doing enough lo rein in 
taxi costs. 

"On its face, that doesn't 
really look like they're look¬ 
ing out for their constituents 
because there's a lack of 
accountability," he said 
Thursday at a legislative 
subcommittee meeting. 
Lawmakers on the panel 
didn't make any decisions 
about taxi fees ond sur¬ 
charges, but they did take 
action Thursday on anoth¬ 
er audit recommendation: 
that the Nevada Taxicab 
Authority be abolished 
and consolidated with an¬ 
other agency. 

The panel voted to rec¬ 


ommend that the Taxicab 
Authority, which oversees 
Clark County cabs, merge 
with the Nevada Trans¬ 
portation Authority, which 
oversees taxis in the rest 
of the state. They wont 
the Legislature to reorga¬ 
nize the agencies as a Full, 
stand-alone state depart¬ 
ment, instead of as a divi¬ 
sion within the state's De¬ 
partment of Business and 
Industry. 

Legislators said taxi regula¬ 
tion has been o consistent 
source of problems and 
needs more dedicated at¬ 
tention. The full Legislature 
is expected to tackle the 
reorganization when it re¬ 
convenes next yearQ

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraqi 
special farces swept into 
Fallujah on Friday, recap¬ 
turing most of the city as 
the Islamic State group's 
grip crumbled after weeks 
of fighting.

trapped residents took ad¬ 
vantage of fhe militants 1 
retreat to flee, some swim¬ 
ming across the Euphrates 
River lo safety. 

Residents described har¬ 
rowing escapes even af¬ 
ter IS fighters abandoned 
some checkpoints that had 


them bottled up in fhe city. 
On fhe river, some boots 
packed with people over¬ 
turned in !he water. Oth¬ 
ers picked their way dawn 
roads laced with hidden 
bombs that killed several. 
In same cases, IS allowed 
people to leave only if they 


took the Jihadis’ families 
with them. 

After weeks of heavy bat¬ 
tles since fhe offensive 
began in late May, it ap¬ 
peared that IS defenses in 
much of the city collapsed 
abruptly. 

In the early morning Fri¬ 
day, Iraqi forces punched 
Into the city center, meet¬ 
ing intense fighting. Bu! by 
evening, the special forces 
commander Brig. Haider 
al-Obedi told the Associ¬ 
ated Press that his troops 
controlled SO percent of 
the city, with IS fighters now 
concentrated in four dis¬ 
tricts on its northern edge. 

II was a major step toward 
regaining the Islamic State 
group's last major foothold 
In Iraq’s western Anbar 
province, the heartland of 
the country's Sunni minor¬ 
ity. The militants overran 
the city in early 2014, the 
First urban area to fall into 
Its hands before it overran 
mast of Anbar and much of 
northern Iraq. 

Over the past year, Iraqi 
forces backed by U,S-led 
airstrikes have city-by-city 
regained large parts of 
that territory — though the 
biggest prize, Iraq’s sec¬ 
ond largest city, Mosul, ond 


surrounding territory in the 
north, remains in IS control, 
liked to its holdings in neigh¬ 
boring Syria. 

Friday evening, Iraqi Prime 
Minister Haider al-Abadi 
spoke an national TV from 
the joint command center, 
congratulating the troops 
an their victories. “We 
promised to liberate Fal- 
iujah, and it has returned 
to the embrace of the na¬ 
tion/' he said. 

Iraqi forces have "tight¬ 
ened their control over the 
inside of the city, and there 
are some pockets that 
need to be cleaned out 
within hours/' he said.

Minister disowns comment that UAE’s role in Yemen is over 


DUBAI United Arab Emir¬ 
ates (AP) — A top diplomat 
in the United Arab Emirates 
stepped back early Friday 
from his previous com¬ 
ments that the country's 
pari in the Saudi-led war in 
Yemen was “over.” 

Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Anwar Gargash's 


remarks come as peace 
talks in Kuwait City have 
yet to end the war in the 
Arab world's poorest na¬ 
tion, where Shiite rebels 
known as Hauthis still hold 
the capital, Sanaa. That’s 
despite numerous airstrikes 
by the Saudi-led coalition 
and a ground operation in 
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the country. 

The stote-run WAM news 
agency quoted Gargash 
early Friday morning as 
making the comments in 
London, 

"We are at war. 1 am ap¬ 
palled that my statement 
was taken out of context 
and misinterpreted for (an) 
external agenda that seek 
to undermine the region 
ond the (Gulf Cooperation 
Council) in particular," Gar- 
gash said. 

However, Gargash's com¬ 
ments first came to light via 
a tweet Wednesday from 
Abu Dhabi Crown Prince 
Sheikh Mohammed bin Za- 
yed A.I Nahyan, a powerful 


figure in the UAE's federa¬ 
tion of seven sheikhdoms 
and the deputy supreme 
commander of the coun¬ 
try's military. Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed's tweet quoted 
Gargash as saying the war 
was "over for our troops 1 ' 
during a private lecture at 
a royal gathering. 

The UAE, which has one of 
the best-equipped militar¬ 
ies in the region, has seen 
more than 80 of its soldiers 
killed since the Saudi-led 
military campaign began 
in March 2015, according 
to Emirati govern men! me¬ 
dia reports. The UAE has 
been among the most ac¬ 


tive members of the Saudi 
campaign, 

Yemen's civil war has killed 
some 9,000 people since 
March 2015 — a third of 
them civilians, according 
to the United Nations, The 
U,N, says more than 80 per¬ 
cent of Yemenis are In dire 
need of food, water and 
other aid.

The referendum campaign 
was abruptly halted fallow¬ 
ing the slaying of 43-year- 
old Jo Cox, who was shot 
and stabbed to death 
Thursday on the streets of 
her small-town constitu¬ 
ency. 

An idealistic politician who 
had praised the contri¬ 
bution of immigrants to 
Britain and championed 
the cause of war-scarred 
Syrian refugees. Cox had 
strongly favored the “re¬ 
main’ 1 campaign. The 
52-year-old man arrested 
for her killing has suspected 
ties to white supremacist, 
neo-Nazi groups. 

"it's obviously a crisis mo¬ 
ment, it changes things,." 
Robert Worcester, founder 
of the Ipsos MORI polling 
firm said of the potential 
impact on Thursday's vote 
on whether Britain should 
remain in the EU or leave 
the 23-nation bloc. 

"If one of them handles it 
badly, the backlash would 
be ferocious," he said. 
"Right now they are trying 
to figure out how to re¬ 
spond," 

Worcester, a veteran poll¬ 
ster with decades of expe¬ 
rience, said a tragedy like 
the killing of Cox just one 
week before a crucial vote 
is rare and could have un¬ 
predictable consequenc¬ 
es an the public mood. 

"I don't think the assassi¬ 
nation itself will impact the 
vote, it’s what they do with 
it," he said of the two sides 


in what has been a bitter 
and divisive campaign. 
"I think they will both ex¬ 
press sadness, sadness that 
this waufd happen in this 
country, which is not a gun 
country, not a place where 
guns are carried. 11 


The killing has silenced 
normally voluble analysts, 
academics and betting 
parlor managers who are 
reluctant to speculate on 
how the referendum vote 
may be impacted by the 
bloodshed.

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Putin calls on Europe to improve ties despite sanctions

ST. PETERSBURG, Russia (AP) 
— Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin called on Euro¬ 
pean leaders Friday to heal 
ties with his country despite 
sanctions after meeting 
with European investors 
who said they want to ex¬ 
pand their businesses there. 
Speaking at Russia's top 
economic conference, Pu¬ 
tin said top German and 
French investors expressed 
interest to invest more in 
Russia despite the weight 
of the sanctions, some of 
which the European Union 
extended jus! as Putin was 
speaking. 

"Politicians should meet the 
businessmen halfway, show 
wisdom, long-term thinking 
and flexibility," Putin said. 
"We need to bring back 
trust to Russia-European re¬ 
lations and restore the level 
of cooperation." Russia, he 
said, doesn't need a new 
Cold War, 

He stressed that Russia's 
ban on EU foodstuffs and 
other retaliatory mea¬ 
sures were imposed "in 
response" to the EU sanc¬ 
tions, 

"We don't bear grudges 


and we are willing to meet 
our European partners half¬ 
way — this, however, must 
not be a one-way street," 
he added. 

Commenting on former 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy's suggestion that 
Russia should help warm 
ties by lifting its EU toad im¬ 
ports ban, Putin said Russia 
could consider it if it were 


sure that the EU will follow 
suit* 

"We would be ready to take 
such steps if we were con¬ 
fident that they wouldn't 
cheat us," he said. 

Putin painted at the U.S. 
as the driving engine be¬ 
hind anti-Russian sanctions, 
saying they have done 
little harm to the American 
companies while badly 


hurting the Europeans. 

"The Americans are saying 
their partners should put 
up with it, but why should 
they?" Putin said, 

Putin also accused the U.S. 
and its NATO allies for ig¬ 
noring Russia's legitimate 
interests. He said there is no 
reason for NATO's contin¬ 
ued expansion, and noted 
that the U.S.-led NATO mis¬ 


sile defense plans pose a 
threat to Russia. 

Western leaders and com¬ 
pany executives went to 
Russia's St. Petersburg Eco¬ 
nomic Forum this year after 
a two-year break that felt 
like a boycott, signaling a 
growing fatigue in some 
parts of Europe over the 
sanctions. 

Putin met with the CEO of 
Royal Dutch Shell and oth¬ 
er international executives 
an Thursday, felling them 
fhat Russia is open to West¬ 
ern investment despite the 
strained ties. 

Alexei Pushkov, the chair¬ 
man of fhe foreign affairs 
committee of the Russian 
parliament, said on Twitter 
an Friday that "the dynam¬ 
ics" at the St. Petersburg 
gathering "shows that the 
restoration of lies between 
Russia and the EU will be 
slaw and contradictory but 
inevitable." 

The United States and the 
European Union slapped 
Russia with economic 
sanctions in 2014 after it 
annexed Ukraine's Crimea 
peninsula and threw its 
backing to separatist rebels 
in eastern Ukraine. □

ese wife and two children. 
The Taipei Times said he'd 
lived in Taiwan for more 
than \ 5 years. 

The court said Marhan¬ 
ka apparently smuggled 
two scissor blades by hid¬ 
ing them in a magazine 
tucked underneath his 
arm. The metal detecting 
gate ol the courthouse 
failed to delect the blades, 
thee our! said. 

Both the blades and the 
magazine were recovered 
by police, the official state¬ 
ment said. 

The court expressed re¬ 
grets over Morhanka’s 
death and said it had in¬ 
stalled two X-ray scanners 
to strengthen the security 
check.□

blamed for setting the fire, 
though arson was never 
confirmed. 

The riots have long hound¬ 
ed Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi, who was Gujarat's 
top elected official at the 
time, amid allegations 
that authorities allowed 
and even encouraged 


the bloodshed. Modi has 
repealedly denied having 
any rale, and India's Su¬ 
preme Court has said it 
found no evidence to pros¬ 
ecute him. 

But criminal cases against 
participants in the riots have 
moved slowly through In¬ 
dia's creaky legal system. 
The first high-profile convic- 
iions came in 2012 when 
Maya Kodnani, a former 
state government minister, 
and 31 others were found 
guilty of charges ranging 
from rioting to murder linked 
to an attack in a small in¬ 
dustrial town an Ahmad- 
abad’s outskirts in which 95 
people were killed.Q

No food, no teachers, violence in failing Venezuela schools

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Mario Arias slipped her 
notebooks into her bock- 
pock, scrounged for a 
banana to share with her 
brother and sister, and set 
off for high school through 
narrow streets so violent 
taxis will not come here for 
any price. She hoped at 
least one teacher would 
show up. 

But her 7 am art class was 
canceled when the teach¬ 
er called in sick. History 
class was suspended. There 
was no gym class because 
the coach had been shot 
dead weeks earlier. And in 
the afternoon, her Spanish 
teacher sent the students 
home early to meet a 
gang-imposed curfew. 

"IPs a trap/ 1 the slight 
14-year-old with pink lip¬ 
stick complained. “You risk 
your life to be here and 
end up waiting around for 
hours doing nothing. But 
you have to keep coming 
because it's the only way 
out." 

The soaring crime and 
economic chaos stalking 
Venezuela is ripping apart 
a once-up-and-coming 
school system, robbing 
poor sludenls such as Ma¬ 
ria of any chance at a bet¬ 
ter life. Officially, Venezu¬ 
ela has canceled 1 6 school 
days since December, in¬ 
cluding Friday classes be¬ 
cause of an energy crisis. 

In reality, Venezuelan chil¬ 
dren have missed an aver¬ 
age ot 40 percent of class 
time, a parent group esti¬ 
mates, os a third of teach¬ 
ers skip work on any given 
day to wait in food lines. 
At Maria's school, so many 
students have fainted from 
hunger that administra¬ 
tors told parents to keep 
underfed children home. 
And while the school lacks 
its gate each morning, 
armed robbers still manage 


to break in and stick up kids 
between classes. 

“This country has aban¬ 
doned its children. By the 
time we see the full conse¬ 
quences, there will be no 
way to put it right," Move¬ 
ment of Organized Parents 


spokeswoman Adefba Taf- 
fin said, 

Until recently Venezuela's 
schools were among the 
best in South America, and 
the late President Plugo 
Chavez made education a 
centerpiece of his socialist 
revolution. But in just a few 
years, the falling price of ail 
and underlying economic 
mismanagement have 
brought the country to its 
knees, along with many of 
its 7 million public school 
students. Teachers are flee¬ 
ing the country, the annual 
dropout rate has doubled, 
and mare than a quarter of 
teenagers are not enrolled. 
Maria's t,700-student 
school sits between a slum 
and what was once a mid¬ 
dle-class neighborhood 


in the capital, Caracas. 
Shortages are even more 
crippling outside Caracas, 
where schools shut down 
for weeks at a lime. 

Chatty and so studious her 
classmates call her “Wikipe¬ 
dia," Maria started the year 


with dreams of becoming 
an accountant and mov¬ 
ing to Paris, Her parents 
had saved up to buy her 
12 new notebooks, one for 
each subject. Nine months 
later, most of the pages are 
still blank. 

Her accounting teacher 
Betty Cub ilia n recently 
went missing far a week 
and a half. Cubillan says 
she comes to class as much 
as she can while hustling to 
get by on $30 a month. 

If I don't line up. I don't 
eat. Who's going to do it for 
me? 11 Cubillan said, 
as many as 40 percenl of 
teachers skip class on any 
given day to wait in food 
lines, according to the Ven¬ 
ezuela Teacher's Federa¬ 
tion. School director Hele¬ 


na Porras has asked nearby 
supermarkets to let teach¬ 
ers cut in line. And she's 
disciplined staff for selling 
students passing grades 
in exchange for scarce 
goods like milk and flour. 
Buf appeals to teachers' 


sense of shame don’t go 
far in a country that has 
became one of the most 
violent and lawless in the 
world. Maria has seen rob¬ 
beries, lootings and lynch 
mobs an her way to school. 
Workers lock a metal gate 
at the building’s sole en¬ 
trance each day. but thugs 
still find ways in. Maria was 
once held up by a baby- 
faced boy who leveled 
a gun at her sister's ribs 
and demanded the gills’ 
phones. "I'm scared every 
day. Your heart leaps into 
your throat and you're tike, 
‘Jeez, 1 thought a school 
was supposed to be safe,”' 
she said. 

The school looks less like a 
place of education than 
a downtown bus terminal: 


grimy, smelling of urine, 
and full of people waiting 
for something that may not 
come. 

Classrooms with puddles 
are used as emergency 
toilets now that the bath¬ 
rooms have no running 
water. Students play dice 
an the cracked asphall of 
the yard, trading insults and 
piles of bills. The patio was 
used tar gym class until the 
teacher was killed in cross¬ 
fire this spring while working 
a second job as a barber. 
Maria's parents wo*ry most 
aboul bays: Venezuela 
now has the highest teen 
pregnancy rate in South 
America. The favorite 
make-out spot far students 
is behind a pile of 30,000 
unopened textbooks from 
the government. Teachers 
decided they were too full 
of pro-socialist propagan¬ 
da to use. 

Maria and her friends drink 
water from home instead of 
eating lunch, since the new 
cafeteria never opened 
because there was no food 
or cooking gas. A quarter 
of Venezuelan children 
missed school this year be¬ 
cause of hunger, accord¬ 
ing to the national research 
group Foundation Bengoa. 
One recent morning, Ma¬ 
ria’s mother asked her to 
leave art class because a 
store across town was sell¬ 
ing ffour. By the time Maria 
arrived, the stock already 
had run out. She raced 
back to school for her af¬ 
ternoon math exam, but 
the math teacher didn't 
show up. 

That night, Maria remarked 
bitterly that the metro is the 
cheapest thing you can 
buy in Caracas: if you pay 
for one ticket and throw 
yourself in front of a I rain, 
all your problems are over. 
Parents say they struggle to 
guide teenagers through 
situations they find hard to 
accept themselvesQ

OAKMONT, Pa. (AP) — One 

year after Dustin Johnson 
let the U.S. Open slip away 
from him at Chambers Bay, 
he drove his way to the top 
of the leaderbaard Friday 
at Oakmont,

marathon day of 36 holes 
with a game that makes 
him took tough to beat. He 
didn't make a bogey in his 
opening round at 3-under 
67, and he dropped only 
one shot in his 69 that end¬ 
ed just as the siren sound¬ 
ed to stop play because of 
darkness.

hyde. 

The U.S. Consumer Pro¬ 
duction Safety Commis¬ 
sion said late Thursday thal 
Lumber Liquidators tested 
the air quality in 17,000 
households and none 
had formaldehyde above 


guidelines. 

Customers who installed 
the Chinese-made floor¬ 
ing should not rip it out, 
the CPSC said. Instead, 
they can call Lumber Liq¬ 
uidators to have their air 
tested. Lumber Liquid a !ors 
has agreed to conlinue to 
test Ihe air quality of homes 
far people that bought the 
flooring. The company will 
pay for removal of floors or 
any other changes need¬ 
ed if formaldehyde is de¬ 
tected at unsafe levels. 
About 614,000 people 
bought the Chinese-made 
laminate flooring from 2011 
to 2015, the CPSC said. 

The CPSC found that high 
levels of formaldehyde 
from the floors may cause 
eye. throat and nose irrita¬ 
tion. □

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Apple is embroiled in a pat¬ 
ent dispute in China that 
threatens to block future 
sates of the iPhone 6 in Bei¬ 
jing unless the company 
can overturn a regulator's 
recent ruling.

Prosecutors drop drug trafficking case against FedEx

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 

criminal trial alleging Fe¬ 
dEx knowingly delivered il¬ 
legal prescription drugs to 
dealers and addicts ended 
suddenly on Friday when 
prosecutors moved to dis¬ 
miss all charges against the 
shipping giant, 

U.S. District Courl Judge 
Charles Breyer in San Fran¬ 
cisco granted the request 
in a two-page order that 


did not indicate why pros¬ 
ecutors had decided to 
drop the case. The trial be¬ 
gan on Monday. 

The U.S, Attorney’s Office 
confirmed in a statement 
I hat it had asked Breyer to 
dismiss the indictment bul 
also did not say why. The 
office would have no ad¬ 
ditional comment, spokes¬ 
man Abraham Simmons 
said, FedEx spokesman 
Patrick Fitzgerald said in a 
statement the company 


has always been innocent 
and the case should never 
have been brought. 

"The government should 
take a very hard look at 
how they made the tre¬ 
mendously poor decision to 
file these charges,’ 1 he said. 
"Many companies woufd 
not have had the courage 
or the resources to defend 
themselves against false 
charges." FedEx attorneys 
had said before the trial 
that two Drug Enforcement 


Administration officials who 
regularly talked to 1 he com¬ 
pany were willing to testify 
that they never fold FedEx 
to stop shipping for any on¬ 
line pharmacies. 

The trial — nearly two years 
In the making — was unusu¬ 
al in par! because of the 
government's decision to 
bring drug charges against 
a package delivery com¬ 
pany. In the early 2000s, 
prosecutors claimed, Mem¬ 
phis, Tennessee-based Fe¬ 


dEx began conspiring with 
two interne t pharmacy 
organizations to ship pow¬ 
erful sleep aids, sedatives, 
painkillers and othei drugs 
to customers who had not 
been physically examined 
by a doctor. 

The crux of the govern¬ 
ment's case was that Fe¬ 
dEx knew the drugs were il¬

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Orlando tourism expert: No mass 
cancellations yet; future is unsure 


Experts say it's loo soon to 
gauge whether a week 
of horrific news out of Or¬ 
lando will hurt tourism 
there. But travel agents 
are not seeing widespread 
cancettalions, and many 
travelers say they're com¬ 
mitted to visiting. “I had 
more people worrying last 
year about, ‘Should ! post¬ 
pone my trip because of 
Ebola?"’ than are worried 
about going to Orlando, 
said Cindy Minor, owner 
of Small World Big Fun, a 
travel agency specializing 
in Disney vacations based 
in Little Rack, Arkansas, 
Orlando has been rocked 
in the past week by three 
events: the mass murder of 
49 people in a nightclub, 
the total shooting of singer 
Christina Gnmmie after a 
concert, and a 2-year-old 
killed by an alligator at 
a Disney World resort la¬ 
goon, It remains to be seen 
whether the bad news will 
shake Orlando's status as 
the top tourist destination 
in the LLS,, with 66 million 
visitors in 2015, 

“Not one person has said. 
Tut the trip off/ or ‘We 
were thinking about it but 
we want to wait, 1 " Minor 
said. For many travelers, 
she added, the choice 
comes down la this: "Are 
you going to sit and be 
scared in your house? Or 
are you going to live your 
life and make memories 
with your family?" 

Karen L, Brown of Glasgow, 
Scotland, was among 
many who posted hearts 
on Visit Orlando's Face- 
book page. She and her 
extended family of six 
pledged to stick with plans 
for a 2017 Orlando trip. 
“We love everything Orlan¬ 
do," she said in an email, “I 
haven’i even considered 
cancelling." Lori Penning¬ 
ton-Gray, a professor at 
the University of Florida’s 
Tourism Crisis Management 
Initiative, said travelers 
who’ve already booked 
trips "may be less inclined 
to cancel” than those who 
“are still deciding where to 
go" later this year, 

“Disney is one of those big 
trips where it’s quite cost¬ 
ly, it's an important fam¬ 
ily proposition, and it's not 
something someone who 


has saved up all year for 
may be wilting to walk 
away from," she said. 
Travelers who do cancel 
trips may or may not get 
refunds, depending an 
how they booked. Airlines 
typically levy steep can¬ 
cellation fees, but theme 
park tickets may be re¬ 
fundable, especially if 
purchased as a package 
deal and conceited 30 
days ahead of the reser¬ 
vations, Ray Bromley, who 
teaches city and regional 
planning at the State 
University of New York at 
Albany, agreed that the 
biggest impact may be in 
future bookings as travel¬ 
ers weigh alternative des¬ 
tinations, including Cali¬ 
fornia’s Disneyland. 
Bromley predicts Orlando 
tourism will take a hit of 
5 to 15 percent over the 
next year, with hotels and 
attractions discounting to 
spur demand. 

For now. though, air¬ 
fares have held steady. 
"We are not seeing any 
fire sales to Orlando, al¬ 
though fores in general 
have been quite rea¬ 
sonable," said Airfare- 
Watchdog .com founder 
George Hobica.

NASA spacecraft barreling toward Jupiter for July 4 meetup

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

NASA spacecraft is bound 
for a Fourth of July en¬ 
counter with Jupiter in the 
latest quest la study how 
the largest planet in the 
solar system formed and 
evolved. 

As Juno approaches Jupi¬ 
ter's harsh radiation envi¬ 
ronment, it will fire its main 
engine to slaw down and 
then slip into orbit around 
the planet,

Scientists discover largest planet 
orbiting 2 suns to date 

during a meeting of the 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — Astrono¬ 
mers say they have discov¬ 
ered the largest planet out¬ 
side the solar system that 
orbits two suns. 

The newfound world, 
about the size of Jupiter, is 
3,700 light-years from Earth, 
A light-year is nearly 6 tril¬ 
lion miles. 

It was detected by a team 
led by NASA and San Di¬ 
ego State University using 
the planet-hunting Kepler 
telescope. The discoyery 
was announced Monday 


American Astronomical So¬ 
ciety in San Diego. 
Although the planet is 
in the habitable zone — 
where water that is crucial 
to life can be liquid — it's 
not a good candidate to 
support life because it's so 
big, scientists said, 

"It's a bit curious that this 
biggest planet took so long 
to confirm since it is easier 
to find big planels than 
small ones," San Diego 
State astronomer Jerome 


Grosz said in a statement. 
Planets that circle a pair of 
suns are nicknamed "!a- 
tooine" after the fictional 
body in the "Star Wars" films 
that boasts a double sun¬ 
set. In 2011, scientists found 
the first Tatooine planet — 
a world aboul the size of 
Safurn 200 fighf-years from 
Earth. 

NASA launched Kepler in 
2009 to search For planets 
— mainly Earth-like plan¬ 
ets — outside the solar 
system O 


roids. Everything about It is 
exlreme,” Bolton said dur¬ 
ing a briefing for reporters 
from NASA headquarters 
in Washington. 

Since the 1970s, spacecraft 
have circled or zipped 
past Jupiter, sending back 
stunning views of the 
planet's signature Great 
Red Spat — A long-lived 
storm — and its numerous 
moons. The most exten¬ 
sive study came from the 
Galileo spacecraft, which 
dropped a probe on the 
surface, Galileo explored 
Jupiter and its moans for 
1 4 years. 

Unlike Earth, which is a 
rocky planet, Jupiter is a 
gas giant made up mostly 
of hydrogen and helium. 
Scientists still don't know 
whether Jupiter has a solid 


core or how much oxygen 
and water the planet has 
— information that could 
help unravel how Earth 
and the solar system came 
to be. 


The trip to J u piter — the fifth 
planet from the sun — took 
nearly five years, allowing 
Juno to loop around the 
inner solar system and use 
Earth as a gravitational 
slingshot to propel ilself into 
deep space. 

Previous missions to Jupi¬ 
ter have relied on nuclear 
power sources because 
of the distance from, fhe 
sun, Juno is running on so¬ 
lar power, wifh three huge 
panels designed to face 
the sun during most of the 
mission. The wings are 29 
Feet long and 9 feet wide. 
Juno will be about 500 mil¬ 
lion miles from the sun on 
the evening of July 4 when 
it prepares to enter orbit. 

To protect against radia¬ 
tion, Juno's instruments are 
tucked inside a titanium 
vault. The spacecraft also 
carries a camera and sci¬ 
entists said the public will 
get a chance to decide 
what pictures to take. 

After Juno completes 
its mission in 2018, it will 
plunge into Jupiter and 
bum up. Scientists planned 
this finale to eliminate the

"Central Intelligence 
a buddy ac I ion-comedy 
starring Kevin Hart and 
Dwayne “The Rock" John¬ 
son, doesn't pack many 
big laughs, but it is likely !o 
keep a smile an your face 
for the duration. 

Tha t 1 s la rgely be c a u se 
of the charisma of its two 
leads, who wholly embr ace 
the earnest goofiness of Ike 
Barinholtz and David Stas- 
sen’s ("The Mindy Project") 
story about two guys of the 
opposite ends of the high 
school hierarchy. There's 
more to it than that, but 
at its heart — and yes, this 
movie has a big, beating 
heart — this story centers on 
a high school prince who 
grows up to be an ordinary 
guy {Hart's Calvin Joyner) 
and the overweight out¬ 
cast who sheds his flab 
and becomes exceptional 
[Johnson's Bob Stone) and 
what they learn from one 
another. Seriously! 

The movie, from "WeYe 
The Millers" director Raw- 
son Marshall Thurber, who 
also has a script credit, 
opens on a flashback of a 
1996 high school pep rally 
where Calvin offers an act 
of kin a ness to his less fortu¬ 
nate classmate when ev¬ 


eryone else just sits there 
and laughs. Cut to 2D years 
later and "most likely to 
succeed" Calvin is married 
to his high school girlfriend 
[Danielle Nicolet) and 
working as a midlevel ac¬ 
countant who’s just been 
passed over for - a promo¬ 
tion that his former assistant 
gets instead. It's the eve of 
their high sc hoot reunion 
and he’d rather not go at 
ait. He’s feeling a little too 
average for the "what are 
you doing now" small talk.. 
That’s when Bab comes 
back into his life. A random 
friend request from a mys¬ 
terious fellow who claims 
to like guns, pancakes and 
unicorns, followed by a 
few enthusiastic Facebook 
messages, lead to the two 
getting together for drinks. 
Bob is not the 300-paund 
pariah anymore. He's The 
Rack. And yet. despite the 
exterior upgrade, though, 
he’s still an affable dweeb 
at heart, rocking a fanny 
pack, jean shorts, a uni¬ 
corn t-shirt. He’s genuinely 
thrilled to be hanging out 
with Calvin, too. 

It just so happens that Bab 
is also a super spy who is 
on Ihe run from his fellow 
CIA agents for mysterious 
reasons.

bringing the requisite wide- 
eyed WTF perspective 
needed in this sort of over- 
the-lop comedy. 

Again, it’s the actors who 
really bring “Central Intel¬ 
ligence" home. One of 
Johnson’s great onscreen 
strengths is that he has a 
believable softness to him 
that belies his hard shell, 
even in his more hardcore 
roles. Here, that high-watt- 
age charisma is turned up 
to 11, He's almost daring 
you not to smile along with 
him. Hart, in the straight 
man rale, gets to flex some 
muscles that not many 
comedies ask of him — 
relative subtlety. For a man 
who displays such unwav¬ 
ering confidence most of 
the time. Hart's Calvin is 
like a less depressed Louis 
C.K. In some past life, this 
might have even been a 
Steve Marlin role. "Central 
Intelligence" also boasts 
an impressive roster of 
cameos and bit parts from 
comedians like "Silicon Val¬ 
ley's" Kumall Nanjiani and 
a few others that I won't 
spoil here.

When she 
proposed the idea to Neko 
Case and Laura Veirs in an 
email, they responded en¬ 
thusiastically within o half 
hour.

That's when they learned 
how hard it was tor three 
singer-songwriters used to 
being in charge of their 
own careers to work in true 
collaboration. Their 1 4-song 
disc came out Friday. 

While the Wlfburys 1 two al¬ 
bums 25 years ago had the 
tossed-off feeling of rock 
stars on a lark, the "case/ 
long/veirs " disc reflects 
a determination to make 
something worthy of their 
talents, no matter whose 
egos were bruised. 

“We ail agreed that we 
were going to be brutally 
honest and we just wanted 
!o make something really 
good that had to be a part 
of all of us, even if that was 


painful For same people, 1 ' 
Case said. "Actually, it was 
for all of us at some point. 
Letting go of control when 
you're a control freak is re¬ 
ally difficult," 

They set some ground rules 
at the beginning. They 
agreed each song would 
be original — no covers. 
And while the singers trade 
lines and harmonize on the 


opening “Atomic Number” 
and "I Want to Be Home,” 
most songs feature a clear 
lead with one or both of 
the others as backups. 

The song "Honey and 
Smoke” feels like a classic 
seductive lang song with a 
skittering guitar figure. The 
others achieve their goal of 
sounding like they're from a 
band instead of a solo art¬ 
ist. 


Case and lang, and their 
booming voices, are fairly 
well known, Veirs, who jokes 
about making nine albums 
En obscurity, emerged as 
the trio's workhorse. She's 
listed as a writer on all 14 
songs, four of them sola 
compositions. Her hus¬ 
band, Tucker Marline, was 
the producer. 

Veirs and long, who both 
live in the Portland, Oregon 


area, got together at first 
to write. Case has roots in 
the Northwest but lives now 
in Vermont, so she joined 
laier.

Grammys to include streaming-only tracks, more changes

NEW YORK (AP) — Chang¬ 
es of the Grammy Awards 
include members voting 
in fewer categories at the 
2017 show and songs only 
released on streaming ser¬ 
vices being in contention 
for nomination. 

The Recording Acade¬ 
my announced changes 
Thursday that will impact 
the 2017 Grammys, to be 
presented Feb. 12 in Los 
Angeles. Streaming-only 
recordings — released on 
paid-subscription platforms 
like Spotify, Apple Music 
and Tidal but not for sale on 
Tunes — will now qualify for 
Grammy nominations. 

“We noticed that there 
were a number of higher- 
profile artists who were 
choosing — for philosophi¬ 
cal reasons as much as 
anything — to release their 
music through streaming- 
only, and we did not want 


to be exclusionary toward 
them," Bill Freimuth, the 
academy's senior vice 
president of awards, said in 
on interview. 

Some acts, including Prince 
and Beyonce, have exclu¬ 


sively debuted music on 
Tidal, They later released 
the music on Tunes and 
other platforms. Chance 


the Rapper's project, "Col¬ 
oring Book," was released 
exclusively on Apple Music 
and will have a chance to 
compete. 

Other changes include the 
number of categories that 


Grammy members can 
vote in, which is reduced 
to 15 from 20. That number 
doesn't include the top 


four categories — album of 
the year, song of the year, 
record of the year and best 
new artist — which all mem¬ 
bers are allowed to vote in. 
They were approved last 
month during the annual 
board of trustees meeting. 
The best new artist cate¬ 
gory — often revamped to 
keep up with the changing 
music industry — wilt now 
allow a performer That re¬ 
leases at least five singles 
to quality. Previously, acts 
would have to release an 
album. Best new artist isn't 
only for brand-new acts: 
Acts qualify until they re¬ 
lease three albums or 30 
singles. The best rap/sung 
collaboration, awarded 
to rap and R&B acts that 
team up on a track, is be¬ 
ing renamed to best rap/ 
sung performance. And the 
award is no longer exclu¬ 
sive to collaborations: Solo 
acts who sing and rap on 
a track — including Drake, 


Future and Chris Brown — 
can now compete In the 
category with a song fea¬ 
turing both vocal styles. 
“The effort here is to protect 
the integrity of the Gram¬ 
my Awards, and so some¬ 
times that means typing 
up some rules, and some¬ 
times that means loosening 
up some rules, sometimes 
that means contracting a 
category, sometimes that 
means adding a catego¬ 
ry," Freimuth said. “It's at! 
to best reflect the current 
state of music in this coun¬ 
try." Other changes include 
splitting best blues album 
into two categories “best 
traditional blues album and 
best contemporary blues 
album. 

Songs and albums released 
between Oct, 1, 2015 and 
Sept. 30, 2016 will be eli¬ 
gible for nomination at the 
2017 Grammys. Nomina¬ 
tions will be announced 
Dec, 6,
